Tt 
needs so eloquence to convinne the people of England that the 
reduction of taxes effected last Session was a great good ; bet it 
will require mach to persuade them that their parses may not be 
still more spared; and that they are the happier of the richer, 
because a number of privileged Gentlemen are largely paid 
Ser wathing todo at their cost. Bat it were ile to insist forther 
08 £0 trite & (reiem.as that obviows alility recommends lisell, and 
that eloquence exerted in ite favour ie t/ifline, and ageinst it 
powerless. Whore the combined talents of « Cioero snd « De- 
mostheaes to thunder end lightea night after night ia the House 
of Commons against sinecores, which of the Greavilles would 
serreadter Go asingls shilling ofthe police mosey!’ Neo, each 
world feel the utility, to bimeel( at least, of said sineceres, and 
Aranly entranched in self-interest, emile at the fulile assaults of 
theterie, Meo are very quick siahted in discovering what is to 
their own advantace,sad the people of Beciaad are, perhaps, vot 
slower in pereviving what tende te their genera! good, than the 
choses few in piace and their adherents are as to (bat whieh best 
advances their individea! interests.

WN», the eaase of trath is here left 
tonseert, and maintain itself, unadorned and anassisted., 


Tne Mew Times will then adailt, that thero muet be some- 
thing verv rotten which calls for such saperior advocacy for the 
state. Disposed as our contemporary ia to exaggeration, we 
cannot wet discover that there is mach whick ic faulty in the ia- 
tentions thathe ascribes to the nopalar marty. According to 
whose views, he says, “the composition and chararterof the House 
are to be wholly ohanged ; and every one knows that this woald 
wholly change the composition and oharacter of Government ; the 
most eweeping alterations are to be made in the revenues of the 
Charch; numerous laws are to be blotted ont of the Code, and 
to be rep!nced by others of a diametrieally epposite character, 
and our foreign policy is to be alsogether reversed; it is to 
eoasist of hatred to all legitimate Governments.” That the House 
of Commons is aot quite perfection as a representative body, and 
sasceptible of some fittle imorovements in composition and 
charanter, few will we beliove deny. A change for the better ia 
this quarter would certainty also effect seme alteration in the 
composition and Character of Government, which will nat he 
esteemed agrent calamity, exeent hy those whose salaries suffer 
by it. Wo will not talk of sweeping alterations in the Charch, 
bat wish to see poor Curates hotter paid, and those Leviathans 
of wealth, the Bishons, somewhat worse. It is noasible, also, 
that with the sordid temptation of lacre, the Charch may lose 
some of iis most anworthy members, and ite Constitation be thes 
purified, That many of onr laws are bloody, some stapid, 
and others framed sa niumsily o¢ happily te be totally inope- 
rativé, in andeniable, Ii ia desirahle that they should be blotted 
out of the Code, and renlaced br others of a “ diametrically 
opposite character,” Hamanity will rejoice at this change; the 
bangman alone may shed the teas of regret for the lose of his 
perquisites No enlichiened mao will other than hail with sa- 
tisfnotion our “ Po eign polley being altogether reversed,” even 
though tha: which may be sabstituted for it, may not diaplay so 
much love for the ancient shores of Europe, 60 mach reverence 
for the antiquated thrones ef despotiam ; and may not sacrifice 
the commercial intereste of thie great kingdom to stars, grand 
erossen, and orders, those solid acquisitions which the sation 
has obtained for some weak, vain persons, at the cost of years 
of war, of waste of blood, and treasare, 


Tt is evident, and little Matiering te tho memory of Lerd 
Londonderey, that bis death has made al) tho friends of corraptian 
qyake far their syatem, How far their foara are gronaded, we 
shall not pretend to say.—Bat their dependence, to be rational, 
must be placed an gold not claguence. Ifthe spring of influ. 
ence flow free, the engine will work e« fomerly, and they will 
dash away pleasantly and smoothly on the road to rein; if other. 
wise, Mr, Canning’s gibes and jeers will be as mach outof place, 
and an ill relished aca coontsy devoe at a fuoeral ; he will have 
true mourners to deal wlih—

every side, such as seemed to precinde all rational expectation of success ; 
the laboer toe appeared to be iatermineble; and it whe even feared 
that the effort to baise contribations for se epwareatiy desperate a cance, 
weight not have a favourable influence on Missionary exeriions ia general 
On the arrival, however, of « saitable person from Bogtand, who had 
conséerated berself to this specific object, the plaw was proposed, and 5 
comebencement ectually made, in the face of all discowragements. A 
Gati your bas how elapsed since the Calcutta Commitice ef the Church 
Missionary Society resolved on supporting Miss Cooke tn her endeavours 
te introduce the blessings of cducativa amongst the Native Pemetes of 
Besge. 


‘The Committee sanounce, with anfeigned thankfalness to God, that 
@mach greater swcress than could have been anticipated has hitherto 
atvended the wndertaking. The sumber of female schools already 
emablished is Afters; and eleven schosl houses hres been actually erected. 
In aff these schools, for some time after their establishment, the atrent. 
on is exclasively given to reading and writing, but as toon as 0 class bas 
been formed: can read lessous in the Beagalee book of fables, ia- 
struction im needie-work is held out te the girle as areward, with « pre- 
mise that they shall receive the usual remuneration fer ihe work dons, 


Ac the (raits of indostry began to be enjayed, the desire of learning 
te work became greater, co thatio six schools where some proficieacy 
has been made, about 66 dozen of dusters have been hemmed, and sume 
bere become capable of erecoting finer work. La «few of the schools 
knitting has been alse jatrodeced, Mansy applications have been made 
by women anconnected with the echeols for permission to attend, in 
order to lara peedic.work, but wo female le taught te work, aotil she 
bes made some progress iv feeding and writiag. 


Upwards of 360 (emale children are new onder a course of instrur - 
tien. As the erhoule increase, the want of teachers is maturolly felis, and 
ie thie reapect the schooids begin te be prodactive, a only. one 
opened « respectable widew LCN ice tee thatge Peet:

teachers. 

The Committee bave indeed every enesuragement to proceed, 
Whilst therefore they acknowledge with great thankfulness the jbere- 
lity by which they have been euavied to enier upon this arduous career, 
they feel assured that ibe disposition to give sepperi to the cause, wiil 
gather strengib from its enceess.
